WASHINGTON Nov, 23 (AP)-All mc.it anrt butter rationing ends tonight 
at midnight. At the same time, all other food (ats become point-free 

Secretary of ARriculture Anderson made these announcements to a news con- 
ference ,torla.v. The fooil fats freed from tho ration program include butter, 
margarine lard and shortening. The meat rationing termination also aiiplies 
to canned fish. ^ ^ 

Sugar is now the only food left on the ration list 

Since Sept. 30, about o ne third of the meat supply has been ration-free. This 
included the lower giades of beet, veal and lamb. 
Only choice cuts of those meats and virtually all pork 
had remained on the ration list after that time. 

The meats and fats rationing program was started 
March 29, 1943. 
The termination is effective nt 12:01 a. m. Saturday. 
Aniierson waid there is no immediate TjroHpeet of lifting 
Hagar rationing.
